No doubt the Soviet 
Bovernment, with its genius for mlsunder- 
, standlnB llic temper of American public.-, 
■ opinion, thinks that the prospect of talks to 
settle Russo-Amerlcan differences will re- 
fluit In an Immediate popular demand lor a 
ecuttllnfi of the defense program. 

The Russian note rejected the contention 
that Soviet policy In eastern Europe la res- 
ponsible for the bad relations between the 
two countries. It soberly compared Its 
"fltrenRthcned relations" with Its satellites to 
our relations with Canada. Mexico and other 
American nations. It denied Interfering with 
the evolution of "democratic changes" In 
eastern Europe, but acctwed the United 
States of InterfcrinK In other countries' in- 
ternal affairs. 

It also repeated the old accusation that the 
Marshall plan Interfered with the (lovereignty 
and national rights of the participating 
countries. And It spoke again of military 
threats against the Soviet union and Its 
"consistent peace policy." In short, Russian 
policy has not changed any more than 
American policy has. 

Russia has no respect for American Ideals. 
But her leaders seem to respect America's 
potential power. If the prospect of a larger 
air force and adequate peacetime armed 
forces can move the Soviet government to 
suj^cst discussions, then let U3 keep on 
fltrcngthcnlng ourselves until the Soviets are 
willing to talk seriously and honestly through 
fear of the alternative. 

The road to peace Is. too long and difficult 
for any thought of disarming at the first 
kind word from Russia.
